Committee Report.

State's Attorney Jesse L. 
Deck, 


chairman of the committee on crim- 
inal law and criminology of the State 
Bar association, 
presented tha fol- 


lowing report at the meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon: 
To the President and Members of the 


Illinois State Bar Association: 
Your Committee on Criminal Law 


and Crlminalogy report as follows: 


NEEDED RKFORMS 


In our report of last year and the 


year before we made a number of 
suggestions relative to what we con- 
ceived to be needed reforms In our 
Criminal procedure and as none of 
these have as yet been acted upon by 
the Legislature we again recommend 
their consideration by the Legislative 
Committee of this Association In the 
hope that an effort will be made to 
have the same passed Into law, 


1. Give power to the State's Attorney 


to amend Indictments In matters of both 
form and subsumes at long as the crime 
charged IB the one preferred against the 
defendant by the Grand Jury. In other 
words. Hive the 
prosecutor 
power 
to 


am«>nd the indictment causing It to speak 
that which the Grand Jury Intended It 
should. 


RIGHT TO REVIEW. 


2. Give tha people th» right ol review 


In our Appellate Xrltrcanls of the ruling! 
oC the trial court upon matters pertain* 


K to criminal pleadings. 
3. Amend the Probation statute, giv- 
ing the presiding Judge the right to im- 
pose special terms of probation peculiar 
to the particular case, In addition to the 
general terms now prescribed by Statute. 


WANT REPEAL. 


4. Repeal the Statute which now pre- 


vents reference, by the State's Attorney 
In argument, to the fact that the de- 
fendant in a criminal case, has failed to 
take the stand, and testify in bis own 
behalf. 
9. Make It a felony for persons, aside 
from peace officers, 
while 
on duty, to 
carry weapons concealed about thetr per- 
sons. A statute of this kind would ma-

AS TO MARRIAGE.

This would pro- 
duce a more wleldy body for the trans- 
action of this business, at greatly te- 
duced expense.

and that the amount to be paid by the 
father, upon convicltlon in such cases, 
should be materially Increased over the 
amount of five hundred and fifty dollars 
now provided by law.

their situations. 


IS IMMUNE. 


Under the present statute If the putt- 
the father crosses a state Una and ro~ 
maina there ho Is Immune from prosecu- 
tion while the unfortunate 
mother and 
child are left to suffer their fates atons. 
This Is nothing short of a travesty on 
Justice and should be promptly corrected 
in the Interests of humanity. 
We know of no more humane legislation 
that this association could undertake to 
ha\e passed than the correction of the 
evils now existing In the operation of our 
Bastardy statute.

Baune, France! May 29.—Captain 


Tardleu, member of the French peace 
delegation, and former head of the 
general commission for France-Amer- 
ican war matters, defended the treaty 
of peace today at the closing exer- 
cises of Beaune university, where ten 
thousand American student soldiers 
have been studying since the armis- 
tice. He said In part: 


"First, it la honest. It agrees with 


our program of war, with our public 
engagements, and with'out conception 
of International life. To find matters 
for reproach In thle charter Is to mis- 
understand altogether what 
ideals 


have contributed to our victory and 
to strip us in peace 
time 
of one 


of our greatest forces In the war. 


"While he Is studying and discuss- 


ing the same treaty, the enemy well 
knows that he has a block of gran- 
ite In front of him. If any one tries 
to belittle this solidarity be thereby 
confesses that he has learned noth- 
ing from the war or our union. 


"Finally,, It la,efficient, for in that 


world which It Invites to peace it 
makes Germany truly harmless. 
It 


forces her to repair everything which 
the universal conscience of the world 
demands that she should repair." 


Captain Tardlau warned the Amer- 


icans against intrigues, at home and 
abroad, which, be said, tended9 to 
break down the friendship between 
America and France and might "be- 
fog the conscience of the people." He 
told of stotries put Into circulation 
by Germans, saying 
he 
mentioned 


them "merely to draw their venom," 
and warned against expressions which 
"might be harmless If uttered In a 
New York club, but which are dan- 


gerous and blameworthy If voiced In 
Parlaj." 


Captain Tardeau 
asked that the 


American soldiers tell the people of 
the United States of the true condi- 
tions in France.

Chicago, May 30.—Announcement 


of an unusual celestial phenomenon, 
an enormous cloud of gag gathering 


on the. wEte-n edge of the «un, wan • 
made from Ycrkc§ observatory of tfc* 
University of Chicago todW. 


It was announced In conneetlM 


with the total eclipse of the sum at 
g a. m. yesterday central time, which 
was visible in Brazil and equatorial 
Africa. The gas cloud, said ProfM- 
sor E. B. Frost, of the Ycrkes Oserv- 
atory, must have caused a brilliant 
spectacle where the total eclipse wa» 
visible. 


This cloud was first observed two 


days ago. It has grown to one of 
tbe Urgeft at itt kiad «ver observed 
at Yerkes, where ft is said to be now 
entirely detached from the sun and 
to extend for about 340,000 miles in 
arc along the sun's edge, probably 
125,000 miles away from the edge 
The distance from the sun to the top 
of the cloude is estimated at 200,000 
miles. 


A sun spot is becoming visible be- 


neath the cloud on th» sun's edge.
